REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach and/or suggest a pressure electrolyzer 
having cell frames of a rigid material that runs in a circumferential direction of the frame 
which rigid material is connected with an elastic material in such a way that the frame is 
in a shell shape and partially enclosed the elastic material so that the elastic material 
partially protrudes from the shell shaped rigid material to form a compressible region in 
the longitudinal direction of the electrolytic cell block and each adjacent cell frame has a 
projecting part and recess part that fit into each other to lock the adjacent cell frame in 
place, to seal the adjacent cell frames together.
